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CAUSE OF CANCER IN CHINA 

Eating of Steaming Hot Food Reapon* 
aible for Prevalence of Disuse 
Among Man. 

In China, when a naiive fumily aits 
down to dine, the men of tUe house- 
hold and the male guests, if there be 
any, are served first. Their food 
comes to them steaming hot The 
women must wait until later to be 
served, and by that time the food has 
Ki'own cooler. Tlje men rommence to 
eat immediately the dishes of steam- 
ing hot food are set before them. 
Rice, cow peas and other things ara 
bolted hot. The women fiave to he 
satisfied with only lul^ewarm dishes. 

So much for etlQOette. Now for the 
'-onsequMoea. In China caneer of tha 
oesophagtka. or throat, la common 
among men. Among Chinese women 
the disease is very rare; practically 
unknown. 

All of this, and more, was reported 
by Dr. B. D. Bashford at the recent 
annual meeting of the Imperial Can- 
cer Research Fund held In London. Ha 
said, te rsterrlns to the alarming in* 
roada awAe by esnoer among Chlnar 
men, that the frequency of the dlseaae 
would be diminished if such practices 
as the eating of very hot rice were 
discontinued. The rice the women 
viit is cool and non-lrrltatiag, and 
they rarely contract cancer.

The ,guidee alao informed the Wort 
Plalners that nothing to compare with 
It had been ahot Ih the Adlrondacka 
during the laet decade.— Mekawk Va^ 
ley Regleter.
